Pink Card System 
Under The Gun 


The provincial government has 
given some indication of a possible 
revision in the pink card system as 
it {8 not working to the entire sat- 
isfaction of the authorities. 

Hon. Gordon Taylor, minister of 
highways, has stated that the 
psesent system is under complete 
study. It is the government's in- 
tention to make a definite state- 
ment at any early date. 

Whether any change will necessi- 
tate legislation at the spring ses- 
sion of the Alberta legislature is 
not yet known though there is such 
a possibility. This aspect is also 
being studied. 

Under the pink card system, the 
motorist is required to produce the 
card as proof of financial respon- 
sibility through having insurance 
if he is involved in an accident in 
which a person is injured or if 
damage to the car is in excess of | 
$100. If the motorist is unable to | 
produce the pink card, his car is | 
impounded by the police and held 
until proof of financial responsi- 
bility is forthcoming. 

One of the unfortunate aspects | 
of the present system is the effect 
On visiting motorists from the 
states and some other provinces. 

The Alberta highways depart- 
ment says it has taken special 
measures to notify various authori- 
ties in all states of the Alberta 
pink card system, 

The information also is given to 
motorists crossing into Alberta at 
the U.S. border and is printed on 
highway maps. Despite these pre- 
cautions and other steps, visiting 
motor tourists involved in acci- | 
dents in Alberta have claimed they 
had no knowledge of the Alberta 
law. Some complained bitterly | 
when their cars were impounded. 

While there have been sugges- 
tions of a uniform pink card, this 
is made difficult by the fact that 
the amount of minimum car __in- 
surance varies in different states 
and provinces. At the same time 
it is obvious that a motorist could 
not be expected to carry 48 pink 
cards for all the states and 10 for 
the Canadian provinces.

There are different ways of oul- 
tivating in the late fall which will 
be beneficial, 

Deep tillage with cultivators 
ghould be used on fallow fields, es- 
pecially if perennial weeds are a 
problem. This stroke will open up 
the soil allowing the frosts to do 
Gamage to the quack grass or 
thistle running root systems. In 
addition to this it allows for mois- 
ture penetration and the ridges 
prevent excessive runoff in the 
Spring. 

On stubble fields where peren- 
nial weeds are the main problem, 
the harmful effect to the weeds is 
the same. Heavy duty cultivators 
will not plug in the straw trash 
but will spread it and help in the 
incorporation of the straw in the 
soil. Again the mechanical break- 
ing of the soil allows for better 
moisture penetration. 

If the main problem is annual 
weeds o; volunteer grain, surface 
tillage is best. This can be done 
with tiller, disease or disc harrows, 
the effectiveness of each depending 
Greatly on the amount of straw 
cover. In all cases if the tillage is 
carried out, the trash breakdown 
will be speeded up and an earlier 
better weed growth in the spring 
will result. This of course will al- 
low for an effective weed killing 
cultivation in the spring before 
seeding, 

When fall tillage is carried out 
the tiller or discer blades must be 
sharp to cut the straw and pene- 
trate the soil. Cultivators will do 
best for mechanically opening the 
soil if the spike teeth are used and 
&@ depth of approximately six inches 
is maintained.

Let’s Talk Turkey 

Frozen turkeys should be defrost- 
ed slowly in the plastic bag or 
wrapper in which they are frozen 
and at room temperature or in the 
refrigerator. Once the bird has 
thawed it should be cooked within 
24 hours, 

The object of roasting is to cook 
by dry heat and if turkey is roast- 
ed in a covered pan or with wate: 
added the flavor is not the same. 
The recommended method for 
roasting is: roast uncovered on a 
rack in an open, shallow pan at a 
low temperature (300-350 deg. F). 
Cover with cheese cloth moistened 
in melted fat or with a loose 
“tent” of foil. Baste only if cloth 
shows signs of drying out. 

Make the most of the juices in 


| your turkey by turning the bird on 


its breast rather than its back. The 
juices run into the breast and make 
it deliciously moist. 

Frosted Grape Garnish 

Moilsten small clusters of washed 
grapes in slightly beaten egg white, 
then dip in granulated sugar, place 
on waxed paper and allow to dry.

NIGHT FLOWERING CATCH- 
FLY: I feel led again to talk about 
this weed. Just a few days ago a 
good, progressive farmer brought a 
specimen of weeds to my office for 
identification. It was this weed. I 
have also dsicovered the same weed 
on numerous farms during the past 
summer, which leads me to believe 
that something is causing it to 
spread. 

In one case a farmer had seeded 
quite an acreage down to sweet 
clover last year in order that he | 
might plow it under ‘this year to 
enrich the soil. He apparently | 
got the weed seeds along with the 
sweet clover seed. This is too bad, 
but it has happened and will hap- 
pen again. 

Be sure the seed you obtain for 
use on your farm is certified seed. 
free of weed seeds. The small ad- 
ditional cost of top quality seed 
will be the cheapest in the end. 

Night flowering catchfiy is an 
annual and winter annual. It can 
start growth in the fall, over- 
winter and then will have a head 
start in the spring if left undis- 
turbed, such as on ground that is 
to be summerfallowed. It will then 
reach maturity about the middle 
or near the end of July and shed 
its seed 

The plant grows from one to 
three feet in height, is rank, 
coarse and bushy, with = large 
leaves. It is a rank heavy seeder 
and not subject to control with 
an ordinary doseage rate of 2,.4-D. 
It grows only from seed, therefore 
it is important that plants be de- 
stroyed before they reach ai 
ity 


Make sure that your sced does 
not contain these or other noxious 


weeds and you will be = saving 
yourself a lot of trouble.
